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CONSTITUTION. 


Tlic constitution of the Sac and Fox Nation prepared by the 
authorized committee and adopted by the National Council: 

The Sac and Fox tribes of Indians having united and become 
one body politic as long ago as the year 1804, under the style 
;nnd title of the Sac and Fox tribe of Indians of the Missis- 
.‘sippi, therefore— 

We, the people of the Sac and Fox tribe of Indians of the 
'Mississippi, in National Council assembled, in order to extend the 
Ihenetits of onr National Government, as provided for in section 
.9, of our treaty with the United ^ates proclaimed October 14, 
>1868, to establish justice, insure tranquility, promote the common 
welfare and secni-e to oni'selvcs and our posterity the blessings 
of freedom—acknowledging with humility and gratitude the 
goodness of the Sovereign Ruler of the universe in jiermitting 
us so to do, and imploring Ilis aid and guidance in its acconip- 
-lishment—do ordain and establish this Constitution for the gov- 
ternment of the Sac and Fox tribe of Indians of the Mississippi, 
■ to be called and known as the Sac and Fox Nation: 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The lands of the Sac and Fox Nation are those 
.provide'! by the treaty of October 14, 1868, between the United 
• States and the Sac and Fox tribe of Indians of the Mississippi, 
•comprising 479,667 acres laying in the Indian Territory next 
vwest of the Creek Nation, the Cimarron river f')rming the north 
•and the North Fork Canadian river the south lines thoieof. 

Sic. 2. The lands of the Sac and Fox Nation shall remain 
tcommon property, but tlie improvements made thereon and in 
possession of the citizens of the Nation are the exclusive and 
indefeasible property of the citizens respectively who made or 
may rightfully be in possession of them. Prodded, That the 
citizens of this Nation possessing exclusive and indefeasible right 
to their improvements, as expressed in this article, shall pos.soM 
ho right or power to dispose of their improvements whatever, to 
llie United States, individual States, or to individual citizen.s 
thereof; aud that whenever any citizen shall remove without the 






limits of this Nation with his effects and become a citizen of 
any other government, all his rights and j.rivileges as a citizen 
of this Naticm shall cease. Provided, nevertheless, That the Na¬ 
tional Council shall have power to readmit by law to all the 
rights of citizenship any such persons who may at any time de¬ 
sire to return to the Nation, on memorializing the National 
Co ncil for su;h readmission. Provided, further, That nothing 
in this section shall be construed to include property right. 
Moreover, the National Council shall have power to adopt such 
laws and regulations as it may deem expedient and proper to 
prevent citizens from monopolizing improvements with the view 
of speculation. 

ARTICLE 11. 

Section 1. The power of this government shall be divided 
into three distinct departments, the Legislative, the Executive, 
end the Judicial. 

Sec. 2. No person belonging to one of these depart¬ 
ments shall exercise any of the powers properly belonging to 
either of the others, except in the cases hereinafter expressly 
directed or permitted. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The legislative power shall be vested in a- National 
Council, and the style of their acts shall be: Be it enacted by the- 
National Council. 

Sec;. 2. The National Council shall consist of five members- 
from each band, to wit: The treaty chiefs and two councillors- 
each, of their own choosing, and two additional members from 
each band, to be elected or selected by each band respectively, 
the conncil-l'ors chosen and the last mention'-d members to be- 
elected as may be provided by law; each shall serve a term of' 
two years. 

Sec. 3. The National Council shall, after the present year, be¬ 
held annually, to convene on the first Monday in October, at such 
place as may be designated by the Nationai Council, or, in case- 
of emergency, by the principal chief. 

Sec. 4. The first election for all officers of the government— 
Principal and Assistant Principal Chiefs, Executive Council,, 
members of tbe National Council, Judges and Sheriffs—shall be 
held at Jac and Fox Agency before the ilsing of this Council, and 
the term of service of all officers elected shall be extended 
to embrace the time intervening from their election to the first 
Monday in October, 1886. 

Sec. 5. No person shall be eligible to a seat in the National 
Council but Sac and Fox male citizens who sliall have attained 
the age of twenty-five years. 
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Sec. 6. The members of the National Council shall in all 
cases, except those of felony or breach of the peace, be privi¬ 
leged from arrest during their attendance at the National Council, 
in going to or returning therefrom. 

Sec. 7. All officers of this Nation shall be elected by the 
National Council every two years, except as hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided, as to the members of the National Council, immediately 
after the organization of each biennial Council. 

Sec. 8. In elections by the people the electors shall vote viva 
roct:. All male citizens who shall have attained the ao'e of 
eighteen years shall be equally entitled to vote at all public 
elections. 

Sec. 9. The Natiom^ Council shall judge of the qualifications ■ 
and returns of its own members, determine the rules of its pro¬ 
ceedings, punish a member for disorderly behavior, and, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Sec. 10. The National Council, when assembled, shall choose 
its own officers; a majority shall constitute a quorum to do busi¬ 
ness, but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and 
conq)el the attendance of absent members in such manner and 
under such penalty as the Council may prescribe. 

Sec. 11. The National Council is empowered to fix by law 
the salaries of all officers of the Nation and members of the 
National Council, except that of the treaty chiefs, who shall 
receive no other salary than that provided by the treaty of Octo¬ 
ber 14. 181)8. ProrUeJ, That the same are increased or dimin¬ 
ished by law, but no other alteration shall take effect during the 
period of service of the members of the National Council by 
whom such alteration may have been made. 

Sec. 12. The National Council shall regulate by law by whonr 
and in what manner writs of election shall bo” issued to till 
vacancies which may happen in the Council thereof. 

Sec. 13. Each member of the National Council, before he 
takes his seat, shidl take the following oath or affirmation: 

I, A. B , do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that 
I have not obtained my election by bribery, treat, or any undue 
and unlawful means, used by myself, or others by niy desire or 
approbation for that purpose; that I consider myseff constitution¬ 
ally qualified as a member of the National Council, and that on 
all questions and measures which may come before me I will so 
give my vote and conduct myself as, in my judirmcnt, shall 
appear most conducive to the interest and prosperity of this 
Nation; and that Twill bear true faith and allogiam-e to the 
same, and to the utmost of my ability and power observe, conform 
to, support and defend the constitution thereof. 

Sec 14. No pereoii who may be convicted of felony shall be

elisrible to any office or appointment of honor, profit or trbst 
within this Nation. 

Sec. 15. The National Council shall have power to make all 
laws and regulations which they shall deem necessary and 
proper for the good of the Nation, which shall not be contrary 
to this constitution. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the National Ccnneil to pass 
such laws as may be necessary and proper to decide differences 
by arbitration, to be appointed by tlie parties who may' choose 
tliat summary mode of adjustment. 

Sec. 17. No power of suspending the laws of this Nation 
sliall be exercised, unless by the National Council or its authority. 

Sec. 18. No retroactive law, nor any law intpairing the 
obligation of contracts, shall be passed. 

Sec. 19. The National Council shall have po\Ver to make 
laws for levying and collecting taxes for the purpose of raising a 
revenue. 

Sec. 20. All acknowledged treaties shall be the supreme law 
of the land, and the National Council shall have the sole power 
of deciding on the constructions of ti'eaty stipulations; 

Sec. 21. The Council shall have the sole power of impeach¬ 
ing. All impeachments shall be tried by the NatioTial Council, 
when sitting for that purpose; the members shall be upon oath 
or affirmation; and no person shall be convicted without the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 22. The Principal Chief, Assistant Principal Chief, and 
all civil officers shall be liable to impeachment for misdemeanor 
m office; but judgment in such cases shall not extend further 
than removal from office and disqualification to hold any office 
of honor, trust or profit under the government of this Nation. 
The party, whether convicted or acquitted, shall be liable to 
indictment, trial, judgment and punishment according to law. 

AKTICLE IV, 

Section 1. The supreme executive power of this Nation 
shall he vested in a Principal Chief, who shall be styled “The 
Principal Chief of the Sac and Fox Nation.” The Principal 
Chief shall hold his office for the term o+’ two years, and shall 
be elected by the National Council from the treaty chiefs on the 
organisation of each hiennial Council. 

Sec. 2. No person except a native born citizen shall be eli¬ 
gible to the office of Principal Chief ; neither shall any person 
bo eligible to that office who shall not have attained the ago of 
thirty live years. 

Sec. 3. There shall he chosen at the same time by the Na- 
iional Council, in-the same manner, for two years, an Assistant 








rrincipal Chief, who shall have attained the age of thirty-fire 
years. 

Skc. 4. In case of the removal of the Piincipal Chief from 
office, or of his death, or resignation, or inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of the said office, the same shall devolve, 
upon the Assistant Principal Chief, who shall be one of the 
treaty chiefs. 

Sec. 5. The National Council may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death; re.signation, or disability of both the 
Principal and Assistant Principal Cliiefs, declaring what officer 
shall then act as Principal Chief until the disability be removed 
or_ja Principal Chief shall be elected. 

Sec. 0. The Principal JChief and Assistant Principal Chief 
shall receive for their services no other compensation than that 
provided in the treaty of 1868, and they shall not receive within 
that period any other emolument from the Sac and Fox Nation 
or any other government. 

Sec. 7. Before the Principal Chief enters ujxm the execution 
of his office he shall take the following oath or affirmation: “ I 
do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the 
duties of Piincipal Chief of the Sac and Fox Nation, and will 
to the best of my ability pre.serve, protect and defend the consti¬ 
tution of the Sac and Fox Nation. 

Sec. 8; He may; on extraordinary occasions, convene the 
National Council at the seat of government. 

Sec. 9. lie shall, from time to time, give to the Council in¬ 
formation of the state of the government and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as he ma}’ deem expedient. 

Sec. 10. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 

Sec. 11. It shall be his duty to visit the different bands at least 
once in two years, to inform himself of the condition of the 
country. 

Sec. 12. The Assistant Principal Chief shall, by virtue of his 
office, aid and advise the Principal Chief in the administration 
of the government at all times during his coniinuaiice in office. 

Sec. 13. Vacancies that may occur in office8,the apfjointment of 
which is vested in the National Council, shall be filled by the Prin¬ 
cipal Chief during the recess of the National Council, by granting 
commissions, which shall expire at the end of the next session 
thereof. 

Sec. 14. Every bill which shall pass the National Council, shall 
before it becomes a law be presented to the Principal Chief; if he 
approves he shall sign it, but if not he shall return it with his 
objections to the Council, who shall enter them at large on their 
journal and proceed to reconsider it. If after such reconsideration 
two-thirds of the Council shall agree to pass the bill.it becomes a 
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law. If any bill shall not be returned by the Principal Chief within 
five days (Sunday excepted) after the same has been presented 
to him, it shall become a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the National Council, by their adjournment, preveift its 
return, in which ease it shidl be a law unless sent back within 
three days after their next meeting. * 

Sec. 15. Members of the National Council and all officers, exe¬ 
cutive and Judicial, shall be bound by oath to support the Consti¬ 
tution of their Nation, and to perform the duties of their respec¬ 
tive offices with fidelity 

Sec. 16. The Principal Chief shall, during the session of the 
National Council attend at the seat of government. 

Sec. 17. There shall be an Executive Council composed of the 
treaty chiefs and their Councillors, who, or a majority of whom, 
may from time to time hold and keep a Council for ordering and 
directing the affaii-s of the Nation according to law. “ 

Sec. 18. The Treasurer of the Sac and Fox Nation shall be 
chosen by the National Council for the term of two years. 

Sec. 19. The Treasurer may be a member of the National 
■Council and Treasurer at the same time, but he shall not receive 
the pay of but one of said offices. 

Sec. 20. The Treasurer shal 1 before entering upon the duties of 
his office give bond to the Nation with sureties to the satisfaction 
of the National Council for the faithful discharge of his trust. 

Sec. 21. No money shall be drawn from the treasury hut by 
warrant from the Principal Chief, and in consequence of appro¬ 
priations made by law. 

Sec. 22. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all pub¬ 
lic rnoneys and to make a regular statement and account of the 
receipts and expenditures of all public moneys at the annual ses¬ 
sion of the National Council. 

Sec. 2:i. The fiscal year of tlie Sac and Fox Nation shall begin 
on the 1st day of October and close on the 30th day of Septem- 
her of eacii year; and all books and accounts of the Treasurer 
fihall be kept, and duties of the office performed, with reo^ard to 
the beginning and ending of the fiscal year. The Nationat'Pi-eas- 
urers salary maybe fixed by law. 


AirnCLE V. 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall be vested in a Supreme 
Court, and |uch circuit and inferior courts as the National Coun- 
cil may from time to time ordain and establish. 

Sec. 2. The Judges of the Supreme and Circuit courts shall hold 
their commissions lor the term of two years, but any of them may 
be removed from office on the address of two-thirds of the Na¬ 
tional Council to the Principal Chief for that purpose. 
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Sec. 3. This salary of tlie Judges of the Siipi-enie and Circuit 
courts may be fixed by law, wliicb shall not be diminished during 
their continuance in office, but tbey shall receive uo fees or per- 

S uisites of office, nor hold any other office of profit or trust under 
10 government of this Nation or any other power. 

Sec. 4. No person shall be appointed a Judge of any ot the 
courts until he shall have attained the age of thirty years. 

Sec. 5. The judges of the Supreme and inferior courts shall 
be elected by the National CounciU 

Sec. 6 . The judges of the Supreme and Circuit courts shall 
have complete criminal jurisdiction In such cases and in tujh 
manner as may be pointed out by law. 

Sec. 7. No judge shall sit on trial of any cause when the 
parties are connected with him by affinity or consanguinitv, 
except by consent of the parties. In'case all the court (Supieme) 
shall be interested in the issue of any court, or related to all or 
either of the parties, the National Council may jirovide bv law 
for the selection of a suitable number of persons of good char¬ 
acter and knowledge for the determination thereof, and who 
shall be specially commissioned for the adjudication of such case 
by the i’rincipal Chief. 

Sec. 8. All writs and other process shall run “ in the name 
of the Sac and Fox Nation,” and bear attest and be signedby the 
respective clerks. 

Sec. 9. Indictments shall conclude “against the peace and 
dignity ot the Sac and Fox Nation.” 

Sec. 10. The place and meetings of the different courts shall 
he determined by the National Council, 

Sec. 11. In all ci-imiual prosecutions the accused shall have 
the right of being heard; of demanding tlie nature of the accu¬ 
sation; of meeting tlie witnesses face to face;.of having compul¬ 
sory process for obtaining witnesses in his or their behalf, and in 
prosecutions by indictment or information a speedy public trial; 
norshall the accused be compelled to give evidence against himself. 

Sec. 12. All persons shall be bailable by sufficient secuiities, 
unless for capital offenses when the proof is evident or the pre¬ 
sumption great. 

AETICLE VL 

Section 1. No person who denies the being of a God or a 
future state of reward and punishment, shall hold any office in 
tfee civil department of this Nation. 

Sec. 2. When the Executive Council, or a majoritv of them 
shall determine the expediency of appointing delegate, or other 
public agents, for the puriiose of tiiinsacting business wiih the 
^overaraent-of the United States,or other parties, the Principal 
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•(.Miief sbiill reconunenU and bj the advice and consent of tlie 
Executive Council, or a niajjority of them, appoint and commis¬ 
sion such delegates or public agents accordingly, on all matters 
of interest touching the rights or interests of the citizens of this 
Nation. The compensation of such delegates or agents shall be 
determined by the Council. 

Sec. 8. All persons shall be allowed the right of counsel. 

Sec. 4. All commissions shall be in the name and by the 
authority of the Sac and Fox Nation and signed by the Principal 
Chief. The Principal Chief shall make use of his private seal 
until a national one shall be provided. 

Sec. 5. A Sin riff shall be elected bj' the National Council, 
who shall hold his office two years unless sooner removed. Should 
a vacancy occur 8ubsof|uent to election, it shall be tilled by tbe 
Principal Chief, as in other cases, and the person so appointed 
shall continue in offi' e until the next regular election. The 
Sheriff shall have the power to appoint as manj' as one under 
Sheriff from each band. 

Sec. 6. The appointment of all officers not otherwise directed 
by this Constitution shall be voted for in National Council. 

Sec. 7. The National Council may propose such amendments 
to this Constitution as two-thirds of the Council may deem expe¬ 
dient, and the Principle Chief shall issue a proclamation directing 
all officers of the several bands to promulgate the same as (xten- 
sively as ptissible within their respective bands at least six months 
previous to the next general election, and if at the tirst session 
of the Council after such general election two-thirds of the 
Council shall by ayes and noes ratify such proposed amendments 
they shall be valid to all extent and purposes as part of this 
Constitution. Provided, That such proposed amendments shall be 
read on three several days in Council, as well as when the same 
are proposed as when they are ratified.

At a lull Council of the Chiefs and liead men of tlie Sac 
and Fox tribe of Indians of tlie Mississippi in tlic Indian Terri- 
tory held in their Council house at Sac and Fox A<>-encv I T 
on this the 14th day of March, A. U. 1885, the following 
in-occodings were had, to wit: 

After a lull and fair discussion as to tile advisability of the 
Sac and Fox trihoof Indians of the Mississippi in the Indian 
lerritory organizing a civil form of government for their future 
government it was decided that in such a course there was 
wisdom and an imperative demand therefor. 

Thereforo, it was resolved hv sahl Counoil that a committee 
consisting ot seven niemhei-s of their tribe he appointed hy said 
Council to draft a suitable constitution and laws looking to that 
Odd, to ho submitted to a regular Council to he held onUie 26th 
day ot March, A. I). 1886. The Council appointed as said com¬ 
mittee, Uin. Harris, .Mah-ko-se-toe, Nish-koh-kat, .Mash-ko-kah, 
hhow-qiie cpiat, Nom-wul-wali and Kohert Thrift. 

Council adjourned to meet .March 26, 1885, at Council room 
pt (sac and Fox Agency.

OIF THE 

SAC ^ FOX NATION, 

CHAPTER 2-ARTICLE 1. 

An Act for the Punishment of Criminal Offences. 

Sec. 1. That in all cases of will'ul murder, the offender upon 
trial and conviction by the authorized Court of thisKation, shaU 
suffer death by hanging or shooting, and when the sentence of 
death shall have been passed, the court shall grant a respite of 
five days before such criminal shall be executed. Provided, That 
if any such offender plead guilty before the court trying the same 
said offender shall be sentenced to solitary confinement athard 
labor in the prison that may at that time he provided by this Nr, 
tion for a term less tfian fifty years. 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall, with malice aforethought, 
assault another with intent to kill, sliall upon conviction there¬ 
of, be fined in a sum for the bonefic of the party injured, not less 
than five nor more that fifty dollars, at the discretion of the 
court, and receive not less than tw'enty-five nor more than fifty 
lashes on the bare hack But if any person shall kill in self de 
fence or by accident, without any previous intent to do the same, 
he shall not be held accountable for such act, and he exempt from 
Ruy fine or punishment whatever, 








Sec. 3. Any pereoii who is or may be cdiivicted of threatniiig 
to kill another shall be anjud^cd to pay a fine of not more than 
flfty dollars and to receive fifty lashes on his bare back. 

Pec. 4. That upon trial and conviction of any person charged 
with the offense of having committed or an attempt to commit 
n rape on any female, he shall bo punished with not less than 
twenty-live nor more than fifty lashes on the bare back. 

AUTICLE II. 

All. act for the punishment of thefts and othei- crimes. 

Sec. 1. That any person who shall be convicted of stealing 
i* horse, mule, jack or jomiet, shall be punished by not less than 
thirty nor more than fifty lashes on the laire back, and be com- 
[relled to make payment to the amount of damages or injuries 
sustained, if such siolon property he not restored, for the benefit 
<rf the person so injured; and for all other property which shall be 
in^ proportion to the magnitude of the offense, at the discretion 
of' the court, and judgment against the offender for damages to 
the party injured. 

Sec. 2. That if any person shall wilfully and maliciously burn 
the house or other property of another or otherwise kill any ani¬ 
mal or destroy the property of any person for the purpose of in¬ 
jury or gratifying a spirit of revenge, or otherwise, shall be 
punished in like manner as provided in the section above, and bo 
compelled to make ample remuneration by such compensation as 
the court may determine. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall wilfully or knowingly mark or 
brand any animal, the property of another, with a mark or brand 
not that of the owner without the consent of said owner, or au¬ 
thority of law, or shall knowingly alter or deface fhe mark or 
brand of any animal not his own', without the consent of such 
owner, shall upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not less than fifteen or more than fifty dollara. 

Sec. 4. Any person convicted of breaking into any house, 
corncrib, smokehouse or stable, with intent to steal any thing 
therefrom, or any persf)n stealing any property therefrom at anv 
time, shall be punished by fine not less than ten dollars or more 
than fifty dollars or by imprisonment in the National prison not 
more than sixty days or by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 5. Any person who shall, at any time or in any place 
play at any game for gain with cards, dice, or any device which 
may be used orada[)ted toplaying any lame of chance of ba/.ard 
or shall bet on the hands or sides of those who ilo plav. Within' 
one mile of the Sac and Fox Agency, or Sac and Fox .\I L. 
School, or any public gathering, shall be deemed guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and shall be fined in a sum not less than five dollars-, 
nor exceeding twenty-five dollars. ’ 
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Sej. 6. Til it any pei'jjii eoiivicteil of iiitroiluciiii?ititi)xi.;atin;? 
liquors ot any kind on or into the S.ic and Fox reservation sh ill 
ho fined fifty dollars, ami sh )n!dany pers ui he injured ph.ysicall./ 
thereby, the fine shall he an additional seventy dollars, or inipris- 
oninont for a term not more than one year or both,such fine and 
irnprisoninent, in the discretion of the court. Proouled, That any 
person givim^ information to the authorities of the place where' 
any intoxicating liipiors may he found on the rerervatiou unla»v- 
fuUy in p wsession of any person, the persm so hif umiinjf shall he' 
paid ten dollars for suih information. Prooi.PA, fai’lk r, Thut 
such information leads to the ai-rest and eonviction ofthe person 
owuinjf or possessiiii; said liquors. And, Prorid d, farther. That 
any citizen ofthe United States so introducin,<? said intoxicating' 
liquors on the Sac and Fox reservation, shall be arresled and 
turned over to the United States authorities for trial 

Sec. 7. Any person convicted of stealim; ijarden produce 
shall ho fined two dollars, and also pay to the injured party the 
full value of the produce so stolen, the value thereof to be ascer¬ 
tained by the Sheriff who reports the same to the court before 
which the accused may ho tried. 

Sec. 8. Any person beins; in a state of intoxication on the 
Sac and Fox reservation, shall upon conviction thereof, before the 
court of this Nation, he fined for each offense ,tlie sum of not less 
than two ilollarsiior more than twenty-five dollars, as the court 
may direct, or may be imprisoned not less than ten days or more 
than sixty, davs, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 9. All fines provided for_in these laws shall be paid over 
to the Treasuer, by the Secretary of the Nation, for the use of the 
Nation 


article: III. 

Disturbing Public Assemblies. 

Sec. 9. Every person who shall wilfully annoj', by word o* 
deed, or in any manner disturbs any school, reli,s!;ious, or social 
public meeting', lawfully assembled, upon conviction thereof shaU 
be fined not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 
And that the mombei'S of every religious, and social public meet¬ 
ing, when lawfully assembled, bo authorized to adopt such 
measui-es for the peace and harmony of their meeting, by the 
suppression of the sale and indulgence in the use of intoxicating 
diinks. and for the preservation of peace, as may seem to them 
III 'St [iripcr and best suited to that purpose, and said assembly, 
or the individual members thereof, shall not be responsible for 
iiy ihim.i.tc3 suffered by persons, in the exercise of the right 
herein granted. 









Sbj 9. That any person wlio sliall eni|>loy aiititlier, or aid or 
abet ill tlio perpetration uf an3" criminal offense, upon conviction 
thereof, such person or persons shall suffer such punishment as 
may he inflicted upon the iirincidal offender and be likewise sub¬ 
ject to the same judgment for damages. 


ARTICLE IV. 


MiKcWinMus Offi'-ld 7i >wh. 


Sec 1. That hereafter, it. shall unlawful for this council to 
approve of any person, as surety upon any official bond, unless 
such surety furnish the Secretary of the Nation with a list of the 
personal property, ho owns in his own name, and shoul i such 
surety at anytime hereafter, dispose of his property, for the pnr- 
[lose, or to the affect of defrauding the Nation out of any por¬ 
tion of Ids liability upon such bond, he shall upon conviction bo 
guilty of a misdoinanor, and punished hy tine not exceeding $100 
or imprisonment not ex'cceding six months, or both, as the court 
may derict 

Sec. 2. That should any National officer become a defaulter, 
to the Nation, suit may be brought in the Supreme C;ourt against 
said Officer, and his sureties, upon his bond, and the same may 
be declared forfeited and judgment entered in said court for the- 
amount found to he due the Nation, by said officer, and execu¬ 
tion shall issue and shall in all respects be treated as executions 
are in other cases. 

Sec. 3. That if any piinciple or surety upon any official bond 
at any time disposes of his property in anticipation of a defalca¬ 
tion of the officer whose bond he signed, the iSheriff may attach 
such property and hold the same until the amount of defalcation be' 
ascertained by the court, and then proceed according to law with 
said property. 

ESTRAYS. 


Sec. 1. Thatany person taking up stray horses, hogs, cattle or 
other stock shall notify the Secretary’ within five days giving to 
that officer a true and correct description of the same, ami also 
state where such stock may be seen and the name of the person 
taking up the same. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the National Secretary imme¬ 
diately upon receiving such information to post the same on the 
doorof the Council-house by writing a full and correct description 
thereof together with the name and residence af the person tak¬ 
ing up said stock, and asking the owner or ownere thereof to 
proceed to prove their property, pay all chargee, and take the 
same away, as hereinafter provideil. 

Sec. k Any person claiming to be the owner of such stray 
stock, may notify the person so taking up said strays, that !ie or 
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tliey willajipoar on a certain day, not less than two days there¬ 
after, unless a shorter time be agreed upon, before one of the 
Judges of the National Court and prove his ownership to the 
said stock. 

■ Sec. 4. If any such person proves to be the owner of such 
stock, the said Judge sliall order and decree that such owner 
shall upon payment of two dollars for each month or fractiotial 
part thereof, recive such stock, that the person taking up such 
stray has had said stock, counting from the day said Secretary was 
notified that said stock was taking up, one half of s lid charffes 
to be paid to the person taking up said stray, and the other litilf 
ts to be paid to the National Secretary, and by him paid into the' 
National Treasury. 

Sec. 5. Should any strav'S so taken up remain in the posses-- 
Sion of the person so taking up the same for the space of one 
year, without havitig been proven up as aforesaid, then, said per- 
■son taking up such stray, shall notify the National Secretary of 
the same, who shall advertise the same for ttie term of thirty 
days, and if the same is not claimed by any one, or proven up as- 
aforesaid the same shall be sold by the Sheriff, who shall sum¬ 
mon three men members of this nation to appraise .said stock,- 
and if the person so taking up said stock shall pav to the Na-- 
tional Secretary, for the use of the National Treasury, one half 
of said appraised value. He sliall be held and deemed to be the- 
legal owner thereof thereaftei. 

Sec. 6 '. Any person who shall dispose of or willfully take any 
stray property not his own, or shall wilfully kill or maim any 
such pro[)erty either before or after .such property is posted, shall 
be deemed guilty of the same offense as if the act was conr- 
mitted-upou the property of a citizen, and shall, upon conviction,- 
be punished accordingly. 

Sec. 7. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

FENCBS. 

Sec. 1. All eight rail worm fences, staked and ridei-ed with 
single rider, and all wire fences of four wires not to exceed ten 
inches apart, and posts not to exceed fifteen feet apart, shall be 
deemed and held to be a lawful fence. Any stock braking into 
or through such fence and doing any damage to growing crops, 
trees or shrulis, may bo held by the person so ti'esspassod upon, 
until all damages said stock may have done, be paid by the owner 
of said stock, to the party so injured. The amount of such dam¬ 
age shall be appraised by the Sheriff, who shall report the amount 
of such damages to the Judge of the Supreme Court, and said 
Judge shall enter the amount upon the records of said court, and 
the same shall be a judgment against the owner of said stock. 






Prorided, Tliut the parties in interest may make settlement aim- 
eahly for any amount, whicli settlement so made sliall be a full, 
satisfaction of any such jud^ijment. 

Sec. 2. Any person or peisons who may he convicted of cut¬ 
ting or in any way injuring any such fence,shall he linod the sum. 
of twenty dollars for each otiense. 

STOCK IN TRANSIT. 

Sec. 2. That, hereafter, all persons not citizens of this Na-- 
tion who may (Irive any horses, cattle, mules or other stock 
through the Sac and Fox reservation, shall pay to the Sheriff of ' 
said Nation the sum of two cents jier head for each day or frac¬ 
tion thereof saici stock may remain on said re.servatioti, said tax. 
to be [mid by the Sheriff to the Secretary for the benefit of the- 
National Treasury. 

COLLECTION OF DEBTS. 

Sec. 3. That any citizen of Sac and Fox blood, of the Sac- 
and Fox Nation in the Indian Territory, and no others, may c*n- 
force the collection of any debt arising from contract, damage or 
forfeiture, or for the recovery of specific personal property by pros¬ 
ecuting the same before the Supreme Court by a civil action a<t 
law. 

Sec. 4. All such actions shall be commenced b3’ filing with 
the clerk of said court a written statement of the cause of action,, 
and a summons shall issue thereon as provided in section six (ti), 
of Article one (1) of Chapter three (3) of Sac and Fox laws. 

Sec. 5. After the court hears all the evidence offered by 
both parties, it shall proceed to enter judgment in favor of the- 
prevailing partv’ and shall enforce the same by issuing an execu¬ 
tion directed to the Sheriff of siiid Nation, who shall serve the 
same by levying upon the property of the judgment debtor, and 
after giving ten days public notice posted at the Council llouse- 
in a public place of the time of selling said property at public 
auction to the highest biidder for cash, and pay the same over 
to the clerk of said court, who shall pay the same over to tha- 
partv- entitled to receive it. 

Sec 6. No judgment shall be entered by any of the courts of- 
this Nation unless the action thereon shall have been commenced 
within tv\-o years from the date at which the cause of action ac¬ 
crued. Providid, No judgment shall bo entered upon any debt 
that was in existence prior to the taking effect of this law, and. 
Pi ovided, further, That all assignments of claims or notes by 
white men to Indians shall be void and of no effect, and that no 
judgment shall be entered thereon under this law. 

Sec. 7 That the provisions of this act apply to the collection 
of all taxes and fines under the laws of this Nation-, as far as ap-. 
plicable. * 
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least one settlement each year, with said court, and as many 
others as said court may demand, and. Provided, further, said 
guardi an may be removed at any time for cause, and a proper 
person appointed as aforesaid to complete the trust. 

ARTICLE Y. 

Employment of Non- Citizens 

Sec. 15. Any Citizen of this Nation who may desire to em¬ 
ploy, for one month, or more, or rent to a citizen of the United 
States, shall be required to obtain a permit for that purpose from 
the Sac and Fox Executive Council, and be approved by the In¬ 
dian Agent, and the Indian Office at Washington. 

Skc. 16. Any citizen of this Nation who may desire to employ 
or rent to a non-citizen Indian shall be required to obtain a per¬ 
mit for that purpose from the Sac and Fox Executive Council 
and be approved by the Indian Agent. 

Sec. 17. For all such permits granted, the National Secretary 
shall require of the person’ obtaining it one dollar for every 
month or fraction more than a month for which it is granted. 
He shall report to the Treasurer, at the end of each quart,er and 
turn over to him all of the receipts that may come into his hands 
for the quarter then ending. 

Sec. 18. After the expiration of the time of the permits, such 
persons shall be deemed an intruder, and it is made the duty of 
the Prosecuting Attorney to report the same to the Indian Agent. 

Sec. 19. Any citizen of this Nation who shall hire or employ any 
citizen of the United States, or non-citizen Indian in any other 
manner than as provided in the first and second sections of this 
article shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con¬ 
viction, be fined in any sum not less than twenty five nor exceed¬ 
ing fifty dollars at the discretion of court. 

Sec. 20. That any person fined at any time, upon the Sac and 
Fox reservation, not a citizen of the Nation, or a United States 
officer or employe, and not having a permit from the Executive 
Council, and paid for the same according to law, shall be ejected 
from the reservation as the law directs in other cases. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Persons who may be Summoned by an Officer. 

Sec. 21. No permits shall be granted longer than one year. 
Persons holding such permits shall be allowed in the discretion 
of the Executive Council, two span of horses or oxen, two cows 
and calves but no more or other stock. 

Sec. 22. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with these 
amendments and this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec 23. Any person or persons who may be summoned to ap¬ 
pear before the court to give in testimony, and shall refuse or 
fail to attend, unless on account of sickness or other lawful ex- 
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cuse, such person shall be fined in a sum not less than twenty- 
five nor more than fifty dollars at the discretion of the court; 
and any person who may be summoned by an officer to aid in the 
arrest of any criminal, and shall refuse, unless it shall be on ac¬ 
count of sickness, or other lawful excuse, shall be fined twenty- 
five dollars. 

AETICLE VII. 

Resisting Officers. 

Sec. 24. Any person who shall resist, abuse, or injure any 
officer of this Nation, who is in the legal discharge of his duties, 
shall upon conviction receive for each offense not less than twenty- 
five nor more than fifty lashes upon the bare back, at the discre¬ 
tion of the court. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Destroying Pecan Trees. 

8i;c 25. Any person who shall cut down or destroy any pe¬ 
can tree, for the purpose of obtaining the fruit thereof, shall be 
fined in the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

ARTICLE IX. 

To legalize intermarriage with white mm. 

Sec. 26. Any white man or citizen of the United States, 
who may hereafter come into the Sac and Eox Nation to marry 
a Sac or Fox woman, shall first be required to make known his 
intentions to the National Council by applying for a license, and 
such license may, under the authority of the National Council, 
be issued by the Clerk thereof; any person so obtaining a license 
shall pay to the Clerk the sum of twenty-five dollars for such 
license, and take an oath to support the Constitution, and 
abide by the laws of the Sac and Fox Nation, which oath maybe 
administered by the Principal Chief, or the Clerk of the National 
Council authorized for that purpose, and it shall be the duty of 
the Clerk to record the same in the Journals of the National 
Council. But if any such white man or citizen of the United 
States, shall refuse to subscribe to the oath he shall not he en¬ 
titled to the rights of citizenship, and shall forthwith be re¬ 
moved without the limits of the Sac and Fox Nation. 

Sec 27. All non-ciiizens being married to citizens of this 
Nation, or having children entitled to citizenship, shall have a 
right to live in this Nation and enjoy all the privileges enjoyed 
by other citizens, except participation in the annuities and final 
participation in the lands or funds realized by the Nation from 
the use of its lands, and in case of removal Vrom the limits of 
our Nation shall not have the right to sell their improvements, 
provided ihat such person shall satisfy the Principal Chief as to 
their good character and honest intentions, and provided that 
the Principal Chiei shall grant to such person permit to reside in 








the Nation during good behavior, with the consent of the Na" 
tional Council. 

Sec. 28. The Principal Chief is hereby authorized to grant 
the permits herein provided for on the approval of the Execu¬ 
tive Council. 

Sec. 29. No non-citizen shall have a right to reside in or to 
own any kind of property within the Sac and Fox Nation except 
by permit, and any non-citizen, without a permit, who shall 
make any improvements in the Sac and Fox Nation, sliall forfeit 
the same to the Nation. 

Sec. 30. Non-citizens are all persons who are not of Sac and 
Fox blood, but this article shall not be construed so as to inter¬ 
fere with persons who are lawfully intermarried with citizens 
of the Sac and Fox Nation, or so as to interfere with any rights 
guaranteed by treaty. Provided, That this article shall not 
be so construed as to grant to citizens not of Sac and Fox blood 
to amass large herds of stock of any kind or to open up for culti¬ 
vation large and numerous tracts of land to the detriment of the 
citizens of the Sac and Fox Nation. 


ARTICLE X. 
Executions. 


Sec. 31. The punishment of death in all cases shall be by 
hanging by the neck or shooting until he be dead, and the sentence 
shafl at the time and place directed by the Judge be executed 
by the high Sheriff, or some one deputized by him for that pur¬ 


pose. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Traders. 


Sec. 32 All persons who carry on any business transactions 
within the limits of this Nation, under license from the United 
States Government, shall be required to pay the sum of one hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars per annum into the National Treasury of 
this Nation, and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer of this Na¬ 
tion to collect the same. 

Sec. 33. No non-citizen, licensed trader, who has not inter¬ 
married with a citizen of this Nation, shall be allowed to cut and 
put up hay, from our common pasturage, or to cut or have cot 
firewood, poles, rails or logs from our forests without proper 
compensation, and under a permit from the Executive Council 
of the Sac'and Fox Nation, Provided, That this article shall not 
be so constructed as to apply to Government employes or mission¬ 
aries connected with the Indian service ; and any non-citizen 
licensed, found cutting and and putting up hay from our common 
pasturage shall be fined ten dollars for each acre so cut and put 
up, and any non-citizen, licensed trader, found cutting or having 
cut from our forests, firewood, poles, rails, or logs, shall be fined 
the sum of twenty-five dollars for each and every offense. 


I 







Sec. 34. No non-citizen, licensed trader, shall be allowed to 
keep stock ranches nor cattle, horses or hogs within the limits of 
this Nation, except such horses as are actually necessary for use 
in connection with their business, and such milch cows as are 
actually necessary to furnish milk and butter for family use, and 
any lie used trader of this class, who shall disobey these provis¬ 
ions, shall be reported to the United States Agent, by the Na¬ 
tional Attorney, with the request that said person’s license be 
revoked, and that they be removed from the limits of the Sac 
and h'ox Nation. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Hotel Keepers. 

Sec. 35 All non-citizens who may desire to operate a hotel, 
eating or boarding house of whatsoever kind, in the Sac and Fox 
Nation shall pay the same license and in the same manner, and 
be subject to the same restrictions as are non-citizen license 
traders 

Sec. 36. Every person transacting or proposing to transact a 
mercantile or hotel business in the Sac and Fox Nation, shall 
make application and receive license for that purpose from the 
Sac and Fox Executive Council, and before entering upon their 
business shall pay into the National Treasury the full sum of their 
license. 

Sec. 37. It shall be and is hereby made the duty of the 
Sheriff where citizens of the United States violate the intent of 
this or any act regarding licensed traders or hotel keepers, to at 
once report the matter to the Indian Agent in charge or other 
officers of the U. S. and to request said officers totake^ proper ac¬ 
tion thereon. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

Indians not of Sac and Fox Blood. 

Sec. 38. Any Indian residing in the Sac and Fox Nation by 
virtue of marriage, permit, or otherwise, not of Sac and Fox 
blood, who shall advise with Council, or in any way interfere by 
conversation, act, or otherwise with the advancement of the Sac 
and Fox people, create any kind of dissatisfaction, contention or 
strife of any nature whatsoever, shall by the prosecuting attorney 
be reported to the Indian agent and his removal from the Sac 
and Fox Nation demanded. Provided, However, that this sec¬ 
tion shall not be construed as to interfere with the U. S. inter¬ 
preter or missionaries in the discharge of their respective duties. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Sec. 39. All wild hogs in the Sac and Fox Nation are hereby 
declared to be the common property of the citizens of said Nation 
add any citizen who shall kill a wild hog in the Sac and Fox 
Nation, shall turn over to the National Treasury one half of th 
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value of each and every hog bo killed in cash, and upon the con¬ 
viction of his failure to do so shall he fined in a sum equal to 
double the value thereof, or to receive not IcBsthan ten nor more 
than thirty lashes on the bare back for each and every oftense, or 
both in the discretion of thecourt. 

CHAPTER in—ARTICLE I. 

Reluing to the Judiciary. 

Sec. 40. The seat of the Sac and Fox government is hereby 
established at the Sac and Fox Agency. 

Sec. 41. The court established under the government of 
this Nation shall have jurisdiction of all suits rising'under the 
constitution and laws of tdie Sac and Fox Nation. 

Sec. 42. There shall he established a Supreme Court which 
shall consist of one Chief .Tustice and two associate judges, who 
shall decide all civil cases. ' 

Sec. 4-3. It shall be The duty of the three judges to choose 
two persons of good character and knowledge, who shall in con¬ 
junction constitute a court for t^e purpose of hearing and’decid- 
ing all criminal cases. 

Sec. 44. No citizen of the Sac and Fox Natibn who may be 
employed by the United States Government, as a police, shall.be 
chosen to sit as judge in the court of the Sac«nd Fox Nation. 

Sec. 4.5 The commencement of all suits shall be by sum¬ 
mons obtained from the clerk, of the court and which summons 
shall state the nature of the case upon which proceedings are found¬ 
ed, and he served by some lawful ofiScer at least twenty days be¬ 
fore the holding of said court, except in criminal cases where wit¬ 
ness can be immediately bad,and such summons shall be returnable 
to the clerk with a certificate of service, and the court shall give 
judgment as tolthe right of the cause, and the matter in law shall 
appear under them without regarding any imperfection, defect 
or want of form in such summons in process. 

Sec. 46. The court shall hold regular sessions on the first 
Mondays of May and November, but will convene in special term 
for the trial of any cause upon the order of the Executive Coun¬ 
cil. 

ARTICLE n. 

High Sheriff. 

Sec. 47. The office of High Sheriff is hereby created. He 
shall be elected by the National Council for the term of two 
years. 

Sec. 48. The Sheriff shall at all times keep the Council Room 
clean and properly ventilated, and during the session of the Na¬ 
tional Council or Executive Council and Court, well warmed and 
supplied with pure water. It shall be his especial duty to cause 















to be prosecuted every person wlio shall be accused of violating 
the laws. 

Sec. 49. The High Sheriff shall be a conservator of the peace 
with such general powers as are exercised by Sheriffs, besides 
such special or extraordinary powers as may be conferred upon 
him by law. He shall wait upon, open and adjourn the sessions 
of the court and execute its mandates. Ho shall also wait upon 
and execute all orders of the National or Executive Council, 
who shall have full authority, during the session of the 
Council, and at all other times to suppress within the vicinity of 
the Council House all riotous broils, obscene, or other improper 
conduct, and to enforce obedience to the law and may, when¬ 
ever ne’eessary, summons any extra adequate force to his assist¬ 
ance, he may summarily arrest, imprison and hold until duly 
sober, any person acting improperly, while under the influence 
of intoxicating drinks, and arrest, and imprison all persons who 
may be guilty of a breach of the peace at or about the seat of 
gove nment. 

Sec. 50. The High Shei’iff' shall have the power to select one 
under sheriff from each treaty band to be approved by the Execu¬ 
tive Council, and shall have general supervision over them and 
see that they properly execute all matters entrusted to them, and 
he shall see that all license fines not otherwise provided for by 
law are collected. 

Si;c, 51 The '^’nder Sheriff' shall be subject to the orders of 
the High Sheriff in the execution of the duties of his office un¬ 
der the same rules, resrulations and restrictions as are imposed 
upon the Higli Sheriff by law. 

Sec. 52. Should any person charged with criminal violation 
of the law resist any lawful officer, or person authorized to make 
arrest, while in the discharge of his or their duty, and such per¬ 
sons should be killed on account of unlawful resistance, such offi¬ 
cer or other persmi shall not bo held guilty of murder. 

ARTICLE III. 

Executu'c Council. ■ 

Sec 53. The Executive Council shall consist of the number 
and serve for the length of time as defined by the constitution. 
They shall perform such duties as are required of them by the 
constitution, and such as are or may be required of them by 
law, 

ARTICLE IV. 

Pro.^eentinf/ Attorney. 

Sec. 54. The Prosecuting Attorney shall be elected by the 
National Council, and his term of office shall be that of the Na¬ 
tional Council electing him, and such Prosecuting Attorney be- 
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fore entering upon the duties of his oflice shall he commissioned 
by the [’rincipal Chief. 

Sec. 55. Tliat it shall bo the duty of the Prosecuting Attor¬ 
ney to prosecute in behalf of the Nation all persons charged with 
criminal offenses that may he brought before the court of the Na¬ 
tion, and be required to take the following oath or affirmation; 
“You do solemnly swear that you as prosecuting attorney for and 
on behalf of the Nation, will, to the best of your skill and 
ability prosecute all irersons charged with criminal offenses 
that may be brought before the court, and that you will not 
take or receive any reniuueration of any person charged 
with any criminal offenses, but will be faithful to the 
Sac and Fox Nation in all prosecutions to the best of 
your ability, so help you God ” 

Sec. 56. There shall be a National Secretary, who shall be 
elected by the »'ouncil for the term of two yea s, who shall be 
clerk of the Council a. d court and shall keep a record of all the 
proceed!tigs of both the Council and court; and perform such 
other duties that may be provided by law. 

Sec. 57. There shall be a National Treasurer, who shall be 
elected by the Council for the term of two years; he shall give 
bond, wilh sureties, for the faithful preservation and disburse¬ 
ment of all funds which may come into his posse.ssion the bond 
shall be in amount equal to double the amount of money 
likely to come into his possession, to be approved by the Princi¬ 
pal ('hief; and to perform such other duties that may be pro¬ 
vided by law. 

ARTICLE V. 

Attomn/s. 

Sec. 58. Before any citizen shall be allowed to appear before 
the court of this Nation for the purpose of practicing at law he 
shall obtain a license from the clerk thereof, and pay in advance 
the sum of five dollars to practice before the court and be re¬ 
quired to take an oath that he will to the best of his knowledge 
and ability, support and defend all cases that may be entrusted 
to his care. 

Sec. 59. Before any non-citizen shall be allowed to appear 
before the court of this Nation for the puri)Ose of practicing 
at law he shall obtain a license from the clerk thereof, and pay 
in advance the sum of twenty dollars to practice before the 
court, and be required to take such an oath as is prescribed in 
the above section. 

Sec. 60. Any persons engaged in the practice of law agrees 
able to the provisions of this act, who shall be convicted before 
the court of bribing or otherwise influencing any person to keep 
from appearing at court or proving unfaithful to their duties and 










oaths, sh.'-l! be subject to a fi ie of twenty-live dollars, and the 
revocation o" thei ■ license. 

All fines corected under the provisions of this act shall be 
paid into the treasury. 

8eo. 61. The Assistant Principal Chief shall be the presid¬ 
ing officer over the National Council. 

Sec. 62. AU the foregoing acts to take effect and be in force 
from and after their approval by the Principal Chief.

EXTRAt^TS OF TREATY 

B. tweeii the Uiiited Slates of America avd the. tribe of Sac and Fox 
Indians of the Mississi^i/n. of Oct. I 4 , 186:1, and yet unfalfiUed, 
alluded to in the foregoing Constitution and Dms : 

ARTICLE VT. 

The United States agree, in consideration of the improve¬ 
ments upon the .said reservation, to give to the Sacs and Foxes 
for their future home a tract of land in the Indian country south 
of Kansas, and south of the Cherokee lands, not exceeding seven 
hundred and fifty square miles in extent. The selection "of such 
new reservation shall he made under the direction of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior, and with his approval, by commissioners ap¬ 
pointed hy the said Secretary,who shall visit the Indian country, 
with delegations from all tribes proposing to remove thereto, as 
soon as practicable after the ratification of this treaty; and said 
reservation shall be surveyed as to its exterior lines, at the cost 
ot the United States, under the direction of the Commissioner of 
Indiau Aftairs, iiot to exceed three thousand dollars; Provided, 
That if it shall be found impracticable to select a suitable home 
for the tribe except by purchase from the' Cherokees, the United 
States will pay toward the said purchase the same amount that 
would have been payable to the Creeks if the reservation had 
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been selected upon the former Creek lands; and in that case the 
balance of money payable to the Oherokees shall be deducted 
from the amount due the Sacs and Foxes under this treaty. 

ARTICLE VII. 

As soon as practicable after the selection of the new reser¬ 
vation herein provided for, there shall be erected thereon, at the 
coat of the United States, a dwelling-house for the agent of the 
tribe, a house and shop for a blacksmith, and dwelling-house for 
a physician, the aggregate cost of which shall not exceed ten 
thousand dollars; and also, at the expense of the tribe,five dwell- 
insr houses for the chiefs, to cost in all not more than five thou¬ 
sand dollars. 


ARTICLE VIIr. 

No part of the invested funds of the tribe, or of any moneys 
which may be due to them under the provisions of previous treat¬ 
ies. nor of any moneys provided to be paid to them by this treaty 
shall be used in payment of any claims against the tribe, accruing 
previous to the ra ification of this treaty, unless herein expressly 
provided for. ^ 

ARTICLE IX. 

In order to promote the civilization of the tribe, one section of 
land, convenient to the residence of the agent, shall be selected 
by said agent, with the approval of the Commissioner of Indian 
.'Vffairs. and set apart for a manual-labor school; and there shall 
also 1)6 set apart, from the money to be paid to the tribe under 
this treaty, the sum often thousand dollars for the erection of 
the neces.sary school buildings and dwelling for teacher, and the 
annual amount offive thousand dollars shall he set apart from 
the income of their funds after the erection ofsuchschool-huild- 
ings, for the surport of the school; and after the settlement of 
the tribe upon their new reservation, the sum of five thousand 
dollars of the income of their funds may be annually used, under 
the direction of the chiefs, in the support of their national gov¬ 
ernment, out of which last mentioned amount the sum of five 
hundred dollars shall be annually paid to each of the chiefs. 


ARTICLE XIV 

The Sacs and Foxes, parties to this treaty, agree that the Sacs 
andFoxes of Missouri, if they shall so elect, with the approval of 
the'Secretary of the Interior, may unite with them and become a 
part of their people, upon their contributing to the common fund 
such a portion of their funds as will place them on equal footing 
in regard to annuities. 













ARTICLE XV. 

The claims of the Sacs and Foxes against the United States 
for stealing of stock, which have heretofore been adjusted, 
amounting tosixteen thousand four hundred dollars shall be paid 
by the United States, and the amount disbursed and expended 
for the l>enelit of the tribe in such objects for their improve¬ 
ment and C' nifoi’t upon the new reservation as the chiefs through 
their agent shall desire; and whereas the Indians claim that one 
full payment due under previous treaty has never been made to 
th(-m, it is agreed that a careful examination of the books of 
the Commissioner of Indian Affaiir shall be made, and if any sum 
is found to bo still due and unpaid, the same shall be paid to 
them per capita in the same manner as their annuities are paid. 

AKTICL XXI. 

The Sacs and Foxes of the .Missisippi, parties to this agree¬ 
ment, being anxious that all the members of their tribe shall 
participate in the advantages to be derived from the investment 
of their national funds, sales of lands, and so forth, it is therefore 
agreed that, as soon as practicable, the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs shall cause the necessary proceedings to be adopted, to 
have s ich me nOers of the tribe as may he aiisent notified of 
this agreement and it.s advantages, and to induce them to come 
in and permanently unite with their brethren, and that no part 
of the funds arising from or due the nation under this or previous 
treaty stipulations shall be paid to any bands or parts of bands 
who do not permanently reside on the reservation set apart to 
them by Government in the Indian Territory, as provided in 
this treaty, except those residing in the i^tate of Iowa; and it is 
further agreed, that all money, accruing from this or former 
treaties, now due or to become due said nation, shall be paid 
them on tlieir reservation in Kansas; and after their removal, 
as provided in this treaty, payments shall be made at their agen- 
cy on their lands as th n located.

Sir: In regard to your suggestion that the Chiefs of your 
tribe be allowed to examine and report any irregularities in the 
management of the school, the Commissioner says that his office 
will ‘-be glad to have them examine and report at any time, and 
any suggestions or recommendations made by them will receive 
jirompt attention.'’ 
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Of course your visits to the school must be subject to such 
lesfulatioiis as to time, etc., as the Agent may prescribe so as 
not to interfere with proper discipline.

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs: 

Sir: The department is in receipt of your letter of Jan. 3,1887, 
with enclosures on the subject of the proper action to be taken 
regarding certain funds due to the Sac and H'ox Indians, under 
treaty of February l8, 1867, (15 8tat. 495) and requesting to be 
instructed on the following points: 

1st. “Should Mokohoko’s band be allowed to elect a Chief to 
till Mokohoko's place in the Sac and Fox National Government, 
and to be paid $500 per annum from the money in question?” 

2nd. “Does the clause in the treaty above referred to, which 
reads * *” out of which lust mentioned :imount the sum of 

tive hundred dollars shall be annuall}’ paid to each of the Chiefs,” 
entitle the Chief of the band in Iowa to such payment? in view 
of article 21 of same treaty. 

3rd. “Shall the balance of this fund, $5,000, which may be 
left each year, after payment of the Chiefs, be turned over to the 
NatiiinalTreasurer, • or be held by the Agent and used 

by him ‘under direction of the Chiefs’ in support of the National 
Government?” 

The 9th article of the treaty as originally agreed upon pro¬ 
vide that “the sum of five hundred dollars shall be annually paid 
to each of the five Chiefs,” etc. But as amended by the Senate 
and finally adopted and ratified the clau.se bearing particularly 
upon the first question reads as follows: 

‘And after settlement of the tribe upon their new reserva¬ 
tion the sum of tive thousand dollars of the income of their 
funds may be annually used, under the directions of the Chiefs, 
in the support of their National Government, out of which last 
mentioned amount the sum of five hundred dollars shall be an¬ 
nually paid to each of the Chiefs.” 

The treaty therefore does not specifj' the number of Chiefs 
to whom the payment shall be made. It is the policy of the Gov¬ 
ernment to encourage the gradual abolition of the tribal system 
and to promote among the Indians such measures as will facili¬ 
tate the incorporation of the race into our political and social 
system as citizens. 
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The present Ajjent of these Indians in a reply, of December 
23,1886, to your office on this subject says: 

“Relative to recognizing a salaried Chief from the Mokohoko 
band, I do not think it advisable for this reason: Should they 
he allowed a Chief would select ‘Pahshepawho.’ A person more 
unsuitable could not be found in America, for he is stubborn, 
lazy and exceedingly dull, and besides I do not believe in adding’ 
to the number of Chiefs at present, but the band should have 
voice in the National Council just as soon as they request it.” 

The Department need not enter in the consideration at this 
time of the questicw whether there shall be four or whether 
tliei'e shail be five Chiefs of the tribe or whether this band or 
the other band shall be entitled to a salaried Chief; its main 
duty in tlie premises is to ascertain who are the Chiefs recog¬ 
nized as such by the tribe, and to pay annually to each of the 
recognized Chiefs ot the tribe settled on the new reservation in 
the Indian Territory, the sum of five hundred dollars as specified 
in the treaty. 

The foregoing answers also the second of the series of above 
quettions proi.oimded by you. The point raised in that question 
however, was fully covered by Department letter of June 1st, 
1886, from which the following quotation is made: 

“To what extent then are the Sacs and Foxes living in the 
State of Iowa excepted from the obligation of the’treaty? 
Simply this: Their right to remain in Iowa is recognized with¬ 
out forfeiting their right to share in the c'minon fund. No band 
or parts of bands who do not reside on the reservation shall be 
paid any part of said fund, except those living in the State of 
Iowa This is the sole exception in their favor; but they are 
equally bound by the treaty stipulation, providing that from the 
common fund shall bo deducted the amounts specified for the 
supiiort of the school and the National Government. If it was 
not intended that the sum so provided to be set apart annually 
from the income of their funds should be deducted from the 
common fund before distribution, why not have said, that there 
shall lie apportioned among the Sacs and Foxes of Mississippi 
their proportion of the amount appropriated by this act, and 
from the amount, so apportioned and due to the Sacs and Foxes 
living on the reservation, there shall be se,, apart the sum of 
$5,000 for the support of the school and $5,000 for the support 
of the Government But if there is any question as to the con¬ 
struction of this treaty in reference to the proper disposition of 
this fund, the act of 1885, (23 Stat. 373) making appropriation 
tor the Sacs and Foxes of the Mississippi, removes all doubt. 
That act appropriates $51,000 for the said Indians, and provides 
that the sum of $1,500 shall be used for pay of a physician, and 
medicine for the use of said Indians. It also provides that “here- 





after the Sacs and Foxes of Iowa sliall liave apportioned to them 
fromapproiiriations for fulfillinff the stipulations of said treaties, 
their per capita proportion of the amount appropriated in this 
act, subject to provision of treaties with said tribes, • • • 

that this shall apply only to the (original) Sacs and Foxes now 
in Iowa. * * 

What are the provisions of the treaty to which their ap¬ 
portionment is subject? Clearly, the 8[)ecific charge of $10,000 
which by the treaty was provided to be net apurt from the income 
of thiir funds. A careful examination of the treaty fails to show 
that the income to be paid annually to these Indians is subject 
to any other provision. I think it therefore plain, that the sum 
of $10,000 should he deducted from the $51,000 appropriated, 
before the per capita distribution is made to the several bands.” 

Considering now the third question, the Agent reports that 
the N’ational Treas >rer “is a young man of fair education, good 
business qualifications, and in every manner fully competent to 
perform the duties of the office. lie is under six thousand 
($0,000) dollars bond, and the Agent thinks the balance, $3,000 
of the fund, for the National Government of the tribe, left after 
making the payments to the Chiefs, should be turned over to him. 

Moses Keokuk, the Principal Chief, asks in telegram which 
accompanies the papers that the Agent be instructed “to turn 
our National funds over to our Treasurer.” 

The tribe has adopted a Constitution, which is with the 
papers and have organized a National Government thereunder. 

In Section 1, Article 2 of the Constitution.it is provided 
that “the powers of this Government shall be divided into 
three distinct departments, the Legislative, the Executive and 
the Tudicial.” In article 4 provision is made in sections 18 to 22 
inclusive, for the choosing of a Treasurer by the National Coun¬ 
cil for the term of two years, prescribing the bond for the faithful 
discharge of his trust, the manner in which money .shall be drawn 
from the Treasury, which is required to be by tvarrant from the 
Principal Chief and in consequence of appropriations made by law; 
also prescribing the manner of accountability for receipts and 
expenditures and specifying the time which shall constitute the 
fiscal year of the Nation 

The monev which the tribe desires shall be turned over to 
their National Treasurer is dedicated by the treaty “to be an¬ 
nually used under the direction of the Chiefs, in support of their 
National Government." The treaty seems to contemplate just 
what the tribe desire and request may be done. 

Though there may be misgivings that the money may not be 
used for and applied to proper and legitimate objects and pur¬ 
poses, the tribe should be encouraged after having proceeded so 
far in the inauguration of their National Government provided 











for under the treaty, to take all proper steps necessary to put it 
into full operation. 

It cannot be reasonaly expected that they will learn and ex¬ 
ercise thf' principles and measures of self-government that regu¬ 
late civilized communities, unless they are permitted to assume 
the duties and responsibilities which nece-ssarily lead thereto. 

No more can it be expected that the conduct of thpir na¬ 
tional affairs will not be attended, to some extent, with failures, 
and consequent embarrassments, imt experience will no doubt 
guide them into better methods of management of their gov¬ 
ernment. 

The money will therefore, for this time at least, be paid 
over to the National Treasurer of the tribe as requested.
